Either the people on the bus were tired too, or they were 
strange, because they actually turned around and smiled and said they liked our sing- 
ing ... imagine. 


We didn’t catch up to our forty winks until we got into Calgary. The next 
morning we were going to go by bus to Granum and Claresholm but I guess the bus 
people didn’t like us very well because when Mr. Marken (he was the papa, he had all 
the money) got up to*the wicket someone yelled over a loudspeaker, “No more tickets 
to be sold on southbound.” So here we were, a program at three that afternoon, and 
100 miles away. As soon as we talked Gordon out of the idea of walking down we fina'ly 
got a ride down with my uncle. 


We sang in Granum and Claresholm on Friday, and Mr. Marken always made us 
feel so cute when he called us “his boys”.

On Easter Sunday morning we travelled over miles and miles of barren country, 
finally we reached the state of mind that wherever we saw a tree we would all shout and 
holler for joy. 


We sang to three audiences that day, Scandia, Enchant and Armada. Mr. Marken 
spoke at all the places that we sang. We were glad he spoke because then we had time to 
rest. During the trip that day we had to cross the Bow river by ferry. - We had a lot 
of trouble for we got stranded on a sandbar. The name “Hoiman” seemed to fit the 
ferry-man perfectly. It appeared to us that there was nothing in the world he would 
sooner do than run a ferry. Finally he got us across after telling us thirty-three times: 


“We can’t do it I tell ya, we can’t do it”’—Good old Hoiman. 


Next day in Milo and then on to the city of Calgary. From there we went 
by train to Brooks; and by car to Iddesleigh. Iddesleigh, in case you didn’t know, is by 
the Red Deer Valley where all the Dinosaur skeletons and fossils are. We saw some fossils 
but they didn’t look like anyone we knew. We sang there too, then went to Foremost 
and Bow Island to sing the next night. After we went through Medicine Hat, Arnold 
lost his hat in a wind storm.

Gamaliel had been his teacher.. We do not know much about this teacher only 
we know he was a rabbi and a member of the Sanhedrin. 


Among the many who answered the roll call at his school was a young man 
with zeal and fervor. How he thrilled when teacher Gamaliel extolled the special priv- 
ileges of God’s chosen people! Was he not a Hebrew of the Hebrews? Did he not have 
many prerogatives that even his own people did not enjoy? Was he not circumcised on 
the eighth day? Yes, and he was of the tribe of Benjamin and what was more—“as 
touching the law, a Pharisee”. To use the term “pharisee” seems derogatory but to a 
true son of Israel it was a badge of honor. All this Saul had, but he did not have God! 


Then came the church that was called the Way. Here is heresy, thought the 
young pharisee.
